Peculiar Examinations.

Berlin, December !9.—Lord Roberts’ 
statement in the house of lords as to 
the possibility of a German invasion 
of England, and bis plea for an army 
of defense of a million men, arouses 
the profoundest interest here. 

The Official Telegraph Agency circu- 
lates exhaustive accounts both of Lord 
Roberts’ and Lord Crewe’s speeches, 
which are the subject of leading arti- 
cles in all parts of the country. Aston- 
ishment is expressed at the size of the 
majority by which the lords accepted 
Lord Roberts’ resolution, but Lord 
Crewe's speech encourages the hope 
that the liberal government’s strong 
majority in the commons will effectu- 
ally counteract anything the lords may 
wish to do. The matter is discussed in 
various quarters under the title, “‘Brit- 
ain’s German Bogey.” As no expert 
comment has so far appeared, 1 asked 
Germany's leading military and naval 
critics, Colonel Gaedke and Count von 
Reventlow, to review Lord Roberte’ 
statements. Colonel Gaedke writes: 

“Lord Roberts’ underestimates the 
difficulties of assembling a Germen 
force of 200,000 troops and transporting 
them to England without arousing at- 
tention.

Would Be Glad to Serve. 


“Believe me, there are many women 
of the lower classes—and, of course, 
these privileges would hardly appeal 
to the smart set—-who have to work 
anyway, and who would be glad to 
serve one year with the prospect of an 
assured income afterward. 

“The idea of woman serving in the 
army is not new in France. Certain 
papers exist showing that similar 
projects were discussed during the rev- 
olution. At that time the cause was 
farther advanced than, now, and cer- 
tainly the plans would hdve been put 
into operation if Napoleon had not 


jcome to the front and focussed all at- 


tentioneon his own schemes. Several 
women during the revolution, such as 
Madame de Xaintrailles° and Mdlle. de 
Foernig. disguised themselves as men, 
and history tells us that, they made ex- 
cellent officers 

“It seems to me that a uniform for 
women is of the highest importance. | It 
is like a medal or a title. It confers 
a certain prestige and” dignity. It 
would give to women that courage of 
their convictions which so many seem 
to lack. They coula wear the knicker- 
bockers and short jackets of the Zou- 
aves—of course, In tne colors of their 
respective regiments. 

“Our first step is to get a parilamen- 
tary hearing. This will strengthen the 
purpose of many luke-warm ones. Many 
need such concrete signs before they 
tan realize tne intrinsic worth of a 
cause. We must start on a humble 
footing. This year M. Ferdinand Buis- 
son, a deputy from Paris, will lay be- 
fore the chambre des deputes a bill 
favoring women’s yotes {n municipal 
matters. If that passes we may hope 
for greater developments, and who 
knows? perhaps in a few years my 
idea of military service may be receiv- 
ing grave official attention, and later 
official sanction... Then everyone will 
find it quite logical and practical. It is 
only the pioneer who bears the brunt 
of populer ridicule. Time is the great 
revolutionist.”’

FOR SWAPPING MAGAZINES 


Special Cable. 


London, December !9.—Here is first 
news of a big magazine deal that is of 
especial interest in America. 

A good many of the BDnglish maga- 
zines and reviews that have no Ameri- 
can editions have been experimenting 
at odd times-with schemes for selling 
the right.to use their articles in Ameri- 
ca to ‘American publications. But noth- 
ing much ever came of it on account 
of copyright difficulties, and the conse- 
quence was that any American editor 
who was so disposed could crib as much 
as he liked from English periodicals 
without paying a cemt for it. That 
wouldn't have hurt the feelings of the 
British editors so much if they had been 
able to return the compliment. But 
unfortunately for them the Pnglish 
copyright laws are such that the-Amer!- 
can editor can easily copyright the con- 
tents af hig magazine in Englend with- 
out expense, whereas it is almost im- 
possible for the Engltsh editor to copy- 
right his material in America without 
heavy cost. 

Furthermore, enterprising Americans 
over here acting in-behalf of the Amer!t- 
can editors, sell great quantities of ar- 
ticles from American magazines to the 
English editors. The total of such sales 
have increased from month to month in 
the past year until there is now quite a 
steady tide of Emgilish money going 
across the Atlantic, and some of the 
Fniglish magazines have become about 
lalf Ameritan., 

Last month, however, an American 
firm having its headquarters in Lon- 
don, got contracts from practically all 
the leading Hnglsh magazines, tnclud- 
ing three haughty reviews, for the ex-

IT IS AN OLD LANDMARK 


Involuntary Proceedings in Bank- 
ruptey and Subsequent Order of 
Sale Caused Yesterday's Deal. 
it Is Not Known Whe 
Sloan Acted as 
Agent For. 


The Franklin-Turner printing house, 
located on Ivy street, was sold yester- 
day at public outery by Percy Adama, 
referee in bankruptcy, to-8. L, Sloan, 
the machinery, fixtures and furniture— 
in fact, the entire plant, except two 
small sales which had been previously 
made by T. D. Meador, receiver under 
order of the court, bringing $28,500. 

Involuntary proceedinga in bank- 
ruptcy were instituted against the 
Franklin-Turner some months ago, and 
T. D. Meador, vice president of the 
Lowry bank, was named as receiver. 
Mr. Meador assumed control of the 
property, ang at a subsequent meeting 
of the creditors was elected trustee. 
The property ground its way through 
the bankrupt courts and an order of 
sale was made some ninety days ago. 
Bids were advertised for, but when the 
time for the opening came, the /6th 
instant, there were but few bids in the 
hands of the receiver and trustee. The 
largest big was less than $20,000, and, 
as the property had been invoiced and 
appraised at $50,000, no attention was 
paid the bids opened on that day, and 
Trustee Meador got busy to see what 
could be done. After Mr. Meador had 
accepted the trusteeship, and before the" 
date for opening of the bids arrived, he 
had disposed of merchandise on hand 
when he assumed control of the prop- 
erty as the court's executive, receiving 
therefor $2,650, and also of some ma- 
chinery, which brought $2,200, these 
sales having been made under the or- 
der of the court.

MUST PROVIDE

Safety of the Place Must Not 
Depend on Employee’s 
Efforts, 


A case of interest, in view of the fe- 
céent convict investigation in which 
conditions in coal mines menacing the 
lives of workers were discussed, was de- 
cided by the supreme court of Georgia 
yesterday. 

The case was styled Holland v. The 
‘Durham Coal and Coke Company. «.ol- 
land was injured while taking out coal 
and sought to recover damages. The evi. 
dence showed that it was the rule of the 
mines for a miner to timber the mine 
as he proceeded with his work, pro- 
tecting himself by this means against 
the sliding or slipping of coal and 
shale.

The city engineer 
should be. directed,.in ail future construction 
of sewers, to make them larger. We will 
soon be compelled to construct auxiliary 
sewers and the earlier this is done the bet- 
ter for the. city. 

Our sewer system will for some years be 
the source of most of our municipal troubles. 
It ts evident our expert advice given sévera) 
years ago on sewer construction, to express 
it mildly, was unfortunate. A twin system—

We urge upon your honorable body to pur 
a stop to the “haphazard’’ method of street 
paving—‘‘a. block and a sktp’’—no other city 
so scatters its paving. 

Let the work radiate from the center of 
the city and let it be continuous..

It has been more than /50 years since 
‘this greet oratorio was performéd for 
the first time, among the singers being 
Mrs. Cibber and Mrs. Avolto and Mr. 
DPubourg, and it is reported that a min- 
ister who was present was 80 carried 
away with the exquisite charm and im- 
pressed by the great uplift of this won- 
derful composition that at the close of 
one of Mrs. Cidber’s airs, he exclaimed: 

“Woman, thy Sins be ali forgiven 
thee.” 

In fact, it is recorded as an impres- 
give incident of this time that, in order 
that additional! listeners:‘might be given 
room in the place where the oratorio 
was performed, that the ladies consent- 
ed. to leave their hoops at home, thug 
giving room for a-hundred more per- 
€ons. 

%t is doubtful if, in range of effect or 
variety of conception, Handel's music 
has ever been approached on this par- 
ticular subject. The orchestral prelude 
shows not the slightest hampering by 
the mannerisms of the period in which 
it wae written. There is almost an ab- 
ruptness and a shock of startling har- 
mony in the series of chords with which 
the prelude opens. The hearer really 
seems inspired with a certain majestic 
anticipation as the strange grave 
breaks into the short fugue which in 
its simple severity prepares the mind 
for an almost ascetic tone of the sus- 
tained act of devotiona! contemplation 
about ‘it. 

The oratorio will, of course, 
ried out in concert here in the full 
three parits—the Prophecy, the Birth 
and Ministry and the Revelation or 
Gospel. The interlude terminates in the 
solo, “Comfort Ye Mv People,” and the 
voice of-prophecy resounds in “d‘hus 
Saveth the Lord.” 

“He Was Despised and Rejected of 
Men’’.is the keynote to the second part, 
and “The Trumpet Shall Sound” repre- 
sents the third. 

While it is true that the third part 
of the “Messiah” is purely theologica!, 
there is never the slightest flagging of 
interest. In addition to 
My Redeemer Liveth,” which belongs to 
a type of melody that is never iikely 
to grow old nor to pass away, there are 
two doctrinal quartets—‘Since by Man 
Came Death" and “As in Adam All 
Die"—which have never been surpassed; 
though there is no doubt that “The 
Trumpet Shall Sound” is sure to retain 
its popularity so long as there is a 
stiver-toned trumpet to lend its con- 
vincing support.

Atlanta Eauthusiastic. 


In Atlanta the response has been 
most enthusiastic. The business men 
have extended many courtesies; offices, 
use of furniture, long-distance and 
local telephone, etc., have been given, 
free from all expense. Hundreds of let- 
ters and packages g0 out daily from 
the banks, retall and wholesale houses, 
and from private homes, bearing this 
Red Cross Christmas stamp, testifying 
that the hearts of the senders have not 
been deaf to this call for help from 
the suffering victims of that dread dis- 
ease, tuberculosis. 

Leaders among the negro people, 
realizing that tuberculosis has come to 
be a serious menace to their race, have 
responded to the call, and, under the 
direction of the central council, are 
planning a campaign among their own 
people. In many of their occupations 
the negroes are brought into contact 
with the whites, and the existence of 
centers of tubercular infection among 
them is a source of grave danger to 
the white population. Laundry women, 
cooks, barbers and waiters spread the 
infection in our homes and. public 
places, and in alding the negroes we 
are protecting our own loved ones. 
Success of the Hed Cross Association 


The National Red Cross Association 
has me@t with unexpected success in 
this venture, and letters have poured 
into headquarters at Washington, D. C., 
from all parts of the country, asking 
for these stamps. The press in Wil- 
mington, Del. has been running day 
and night to supply this demand—some 
thirty million in all. 

Christmas good will fairly radiates 
from the army and navy department 
building in Washington, which is the 
distributing center for these stamps 
after they have been sent from the

Twenty-five per cent of the proceeds 
goes to state funds tn this work; 75 per 
cent to local funds, wherever -the 
stamps are sold. Thus, of the .sales 
made in Atlanta, 26 per cent of the 
proceeds goes to the state fund and 75 
per cent to the work in this city. 

As all of the men and women con- 
nected with this work are giving their 
services absolutely free of compensa- 
tion; as offices and office equipment, 
use of local and long-distance 
phone, etc., have been given by the 
business men of the city, the expenses 
connected with the work are very light, 
merely incidental expenses, such as 
postage, printing, etc.

REPORT MADE BY MRS. TIFT 
SHOWS FORESTRY WORK DONE 


. 

In view of the wide interest just at 
this time in the preservation of the for- 
ests of the coumtry, the report of Mrs. 
W. O. Tift, chairman of the state for- 
estry cominittee of the Georgia Fed- 
eration, will be read with much interest. 

Mrs. .Tift’a report was One of the best 
made at the Valdoate convention, and 
Was one of the features of the conven- 
tion. The report in full is as follows: 

“Medam President and Members of 
Georgia Federation of Clubs: Forest 
preservation is no new thing in this 
country, and nowhere elee are the forest 
problems of more vital Importance to 
the welfare of our people than here, 
and in no other country of similar civ- 
llization bas so little progress been 
made towards their solution. This con- 
dition naturally arises from the vast 
area of the United States, and from the 
extent of the forests themselves; but the 
idea of perpetuating the forests by wise 
use (which is the very essence of for- 
estry) ts beginning to find lodgment in 
the minds of our citizens, and is now 
recognized profession, attracting many 
ecientitic minds. 

“In 1661 the first example of forest 
management in this country was begun 
on the Biltmore estate, near Asheville, 
N. C., in a mixed forest of hardwood 
and pines, which had been seriously 
damaged by the improper care of 
former owners With unlimited money 
at his command, Mr. Vanderbilt spared 
no expense to get the best advice poss!i- 
ble, and, with skilled assistants, the 
work paid for itwelf the first year, and 
has been conducted succesefully ever 
since. Wheat had been dane could be 
done again, and in_ 1898 work of a 
similar character was resumed in the 
Auirondack mountains, and the senti- 
mem, once oreated, spread undil it has 
reached our own astaie of Georgia, 
where, in some sections (would I could 
Say all sections), the art of using the 
forest continuously to meet the needs 
of present and future generations is 
being practiced, so far as the laws of 
State and counties wlll permit; and the 
Only wonder is, that where so much is 
involved that governments have so long 
delayed the work that so inspires us 
with enthusiasm, whether viewed from 
a business or esthetic standpoint. Six 
years ago the General Federation of 
Women's Clhibs adopted forestry as a 
distinct departmént. and one by ene 
the states have added this to their 
work, untill at present there are com- 
mittees in forty~<ix states. 


tmos Mille Work. 


“The pregervation of the White Moun- 
tain and Appalachian range has at- 
tracted widespread attention, and great 
publicity has been given the movement 
through the papers, and tree NMterature 
distriouted by the United States govern- 
ment at Washington. Then, too, the 
government has done and is doing even 
more in sending out such men as Mr 
kinos Milbs, expert in forestry, to pre- 
sent the subject as few men can. He 
#poke before the Federation of Women’s 
1907, in a 
glowing and earnest, and 
before he had finished you were con- 
vmeced that his slim, alert figure, high 
brow and searching eye exactly fitted, 
while they did not burden, the message 
ne had to tell of hie friends, the trees. 
and what they meant to him and should 
mean to all of us. He inspired all who 
heard him with enthusiaem, and for a 
long time thereafter it was a joy to 
Ssiudy every treé and biade of graas, 
trying to interpret what had 
been a dead language because 
untrained senvsifhilities 

“Women’s chubs everywhere in Geor- 
gia and Alabama wanted to hear him, 
and, through the hearty cooperation of 
the General Federation with the United 
States government, whose willing serv- 
ant he is. his services were secured for 
an itinerary through these states, be- 
ginning in January in the olty of At- 
lanta, where he spoke before the Appa- 
lachian Association on the evening of 
the !0th, in the First Baptist church. 
Governor Hoke Smith presiding. 

The convention, of which this was 
the initial meeting, was one of intense 
interest, calling together delegates

from all parts of the southern states, 
and was primarily for the purpose of 
centralizing the sentiment that pre- 
vailed all through this section toward 
the Currier bill, so that organized ac- 
tion could be had, and a strong repre. 
sentation be made in its favor at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Millis’ address was one of 
the many strong features of the eve- 
ing. He afterwards spoke in Carters- 
ville, ‘Rome, Dalton, Calhoun. Maton, 
Jacksonville, Valdosta, Columbus and 
again in Atlanta when en route to Al- 
abama. Professor Akerman and Sec- 
retary Finney were also powerful 
speakers during the convention, and 
with others were instrumenta! in draft- 
ing a set of resohrtions in substance 
that Governor Smith be requested to 
use his good offices with the governors 
of other states in order to insure their 
prompt action in this vitally important 
matter of the Appalachian and White 
mountain bill that was to come before 
the house on January 30. 

“Governor Smith led his forces and 
pleaded for a favorable report, as did 
the others, and the work was supple- 
mented by letters and telegrams from 
the various Women's Clubs and other 
organizations, but the sad fate of the 
project is known to all. After being 
fivVe years before congress, and having 
passed the senate without a single dis- 
senting voice, and being unanimously 
recommended to the house, it was not 
vermitted to come to a vote. The time- 
ronored doctrine of states’ rights is the 
cbetacle that, we are told, stands in the 
way of forest reserve, but the consti- 
tution gives congress broad powers in 
the matter of regulating pointa of vita! 
interest, and we hope and believe that 
ere another session convenes that they 
will see with a broader vision what fire 
and flood have forced upon the dtsir 
terested observer. 


Work Done in Georgia. 


“Totally, forestry has derived muco 
practical benefit from the public agita- 
tion, and many hitherto Darren, sun- 
baked spots devoid of shade or a Dit 
of green, have, through the instrumen- 
tality of a Woman's Club been con- 
verted into parks, planted with grass, 
flowers and, best of all, shade trees. 
Svch has been the transformation at 
Elberton bv the effective work of the 
Sorosis Club, and indirectly arousing 
an interest in civic beauty in othe 
parts of the town The same may be 
said of Calhoun and other points tou 
numerous to mention, and so the work 
@oes on, quietly and unostentatiousiy, 
but adorning and beautifying the waste 
places 

“The children, in 
riasm, are incited to imitéte 
ers, and school rooms and 
grounds, formerly gloomy and 
tractive, and now bright and glowing 
with pretty plants and blooming flow- 
ers, and, best of all, shade trees. itiat 
will bring joy and admiration for gen. 
erations ‘to come. 

“The nature study class, without which 
no school is complete, is inculcating 4 
love for trees, flowers and the birds, 
without which all trees would soon 
perish 

“These are but outgrowths 
mcvement that is sp broad in 
as to be almost limitless.

Portuguese West Africa has cop- 
per, iron, petroleum and salt, and 
oils and asphalt fieids are now being 
worked by a British syndicate. [I have 
already written of the great Katanga 
concession, which King Leopold of Be!- 
Zium is working in connection with the 
Fnglish on the watershed between the 
Zambesi and the Kengo. This is 
reached by a railroad 1,200 miles 
through Portuguese West Africa to 
Kongo Free State. It will open 
larger copper deposits than any 
discovered, and will fiood the worid 
with that metal and with tin. The tin 
mines fun through a range of hilis 150 
miles long, and the copper mountains 
@re something like HO miles in length. 
An extension of the Cape to Cairo road 
has just been projected to this great 
mining region, and within a short time 
it will probably be a beehive of indus- 
try. 

There are valuable minerals in the 
northern part of the Kongo Free State, 
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icently found 


French Kongo contains gold, 
and iron Gold has been rp- 
in the Kamerun, Dbelong- 
ing to the Germans, which lies just to 
the north: and a little beyond that is 
the famous Gold Coast, on the Gulf of 
Guinea, from which the English got the 
name of their $5 gold pieces. The mines 
there have been worked for generations, 
and they are still turning out consider- 
able. The output is now something like 
$4.000,000 a year, which is forty times 
product of 1!90%. In 1906 217,000 
ouncew of gold were taken out, and there 
has been a steady increase in the prod- 
uct for more than five years. At present 
both quartz and placer minings are going 
on, and large crushing mills have been 
installed. 

West Africa’s New Railroads. 


As to. the railroad development, it em- 
braces the whole coast of the continent. 
The Germans have several large pro- 
jects under way in Southwest Africa 
They have already built a line 237 miles 
long from Swakopmund, their port, 
near Walfish bay, to Great Windhoek, 
the capital; and they have made ) 
rangements for a railroad 500 miles long 
to go from Swakopmund to Otavi and 
the copper mines. This road will prob- 
ably some day be connecied with the 
Cape Cairo line running northward 
from Cape Town to the Zambesi; and, 
in that case, 
between England 
1,300 miles. 

The Lobito Bay railroad has already 
been constructed for a hundred miles or 
so inland from the Atlantic; and there 
are now several thousand laborers 
working upon it. This road will be 
over 1,000 miles long, and it will be 
made after the usual South African 
Tashion.

Another railway is projected, 
which will cross the lower Kongo to 
the copper mines, and others are. to 
connect the Kongo with the Mediter- 
ranean through the’ French~lines pro- 
posed for the Saraha desert, and with 
the Sudan system by a railway from 
the Uelle river to the Nile.

In the 
Kamerun the Victoria Lissoko road 
has been extended as far as Soppo, 4 
distance of twenty-two miles, and an- 
other railway is building. In Togoland 
also belonging to the Germans, there 
is one railway twenty-six miles long, 
extending from Lome to Little Popo, 
and in French Guinea, a railway which 
is to run from Konakry on the Niger 
has been opened as far as Kindia. This 
is about eighty-three miles inland. The 
road will meet the Niger at Kouroussa, 
and will have a b@& traffic. The 
French have also bullt two important 
railways in Dahomey, one of which is 
140 miles long. Another goes along 
the Lagos frontier. They are  ex- 
tending both lines. They also propose 
to construct a track inland from. the 
ivory coast, and they have important 
railways in operation in Senegal. 
To Open Up Nigeria. 

The English have some railroads in 
their colonies upon the Gulf of Guinea. 
There ig éne |124 miles long, which goes 
from Lagos to Ibadan. This hag just 
been extended to Oshogbo, which is 62 
miles farther, and it will be built on 
there into northern Nigeria to 
connect with one of the most important 
roads in Africa, which is now being 
constructed. Northern Nigeria is al- 
most ag large as Texas, and it has 
more than seven million peaple. A 
great part of it is high and healthy, 
and it promises to be one of the rich- 
est lands of West Africa. Its inhab- 
itants are more like the Egyptians or 
Algerians than the gulf negroes. They 
are Mohammedans, and are noted for 
their thrift and intelligence. In the past 
these people have been suppplied al- 
most entirely by the caravans whicn 
croes the Sahara. Their chief town is 
Kano, the terminus of the trade 
routes from Tripoli and the Upper Ni- 
ger, which in olden times had caravan 
connection with the ocean with the 
Mediterranean and with the Red Sea. 

This road, which is now building, 
will make it possible to take goods to 
Kano by steam. It is to begin at the 
town of Baro, the highest navigable 
point on the Niger, and to extend from 
there 400 miles eastward to Kano. 

When this road is built all the sup- 
plies for northern Nigeria will be sent 
to the Gulf of Guinea up the Niger and 
inland by rail, and the earavan trade 
will be destroyed as far as crossing 
the Sahara is concerned. This will be 
a great blow to the countries along the 
Mediterranean. 

A loan for the Nigerian 
already been authorized by 
@overnment, and I understand that the 
time is to be pushed with all possible 
Speed. The track is to be 
gauge, and is to be completed within 
four years. The cost is estimated at 
about $7,000,000 or $8,000,000, and it 
will be met by bonds raised on southern 
Nigeria, the interest of which will 
guaranteed by the government. As to 
dividends, the road will hardly pay 
much for some time to come. It will 
greatly develop the country. however, 
and it is advocated by the authorities as 
a military necessity. 


A Big Trans-African Line. 


These rich lands of Nigeria form an 
important link in another big scheme 
which is to join the Mediterranean coun- 
tries with both East and West Africa. 
This is to combine a railroad across 
the Sahara, to be built by the French, 
with one to be made, by the Germans, 
going through the Kamerung to the 
gulf of Guinea and bratich nes ex- 
tending east and west from these two. 
The French part of the road may be 
built southward to Timbuctoo, or. what 
is more probable, go to the southeast 
and strike Kano. I went over the first 
400 miles or so of this road. It now 
extends from Oran along the border 
between Morocco and Algeria to Co- 
lomb Bechar, in the heart of the desert. 
I also saw the rallway which leads from 
eastern Algeria down to Biskra, in the 
Sahara. It is more probable that the 
fatter road will be extended than the 
former, and TI understand the survey 
from Biskra to Lake Chad has been 
made The road will go to the oasis 
of Wargla ahd thence up the Ichargar 
valley. It will cross the Amadgor 
range of mountains at an altitude about 
that of the Alleghenies, and will thente 
make its way to Kuka, on Lake Chad. 
The cost of construction i!Is estimated 
at about $16,000 per kilometer. From 
Kuka the Germans are @xpected to take 
the road down thrown the Kameruns to 
the Atlantic, and there will probably be 
an extension westward to Kans to con- 
nect with the Nigerian line above 
spoken of, and also other branches 
which might connect with the roads 
of the Congo. 

To Timbuctoo by Steam. 


Timbuctoo has always seemed one of 
the most inmeccessible parte of the world. 
ait will surprise many to know that it 
can now be reached fy steam. The 
French have built a railway from Kayes 
to the Niger, a distance of 343 miles, 
and they have also a road connecting 
St. Louls to Kayes, and on the vessels 
of the Niger from there to within a few 
miles of Timbuctoo. The time is com- 
paratively short and the expense ‘aed 
siderable. 

Timburctoo itself has dwindled. © ¥ used 
to be one of the chief trading stations 
on the southern side of the Sahara, and 
caravans of thousands of camels from 
Morocco and Algeria came there every 
year. Today the most of the goods go 
by this stéam route and the camel trade 
amounts to but little. Timbuctoo is now

100,000 bales to Europe by !91/0, and so 
far the growth of the cotton crop has 
been as rapid there as it was at the 
atart in the United States. I under- 
stand that it took our cotton belt ten 
years after the first crop was planted 
to reach a product of 100,000 bales, and 
that 1,000,000 bales was only attained 
at the end of thirty-five years. Cotton 
was first planted in Nigeria in 190! 
and the crop has doubled each year 
since then. 
attempt has been made to raise it 
northern Nigeria, but experimental sta- 
tions have now been started there and 
steam ginneries are to be introduced. 
This movement is backed by the Brit- 
ish Cotton Growing Association, which 
has a capital of a million and a qtar- 
ter dollars and wish is pushing cotton 
planting on both sides of the black 
continent.

London, December: [9.—Next to the 
general postoffice in London is one of 
the most remarkable little recreation 
grounds in the metropolis. It is called 
the ‘“‘Postmen's Park.” In the~ center 
of the enclosure is a low-roofed shed 
or shelter, containing a number of me- 
morial tablets which were put Up by 
the famous artist, the late Cc, F. Watts. 
It is safe to say that there is no col- 
lection of similar tablets anywhere else 
in the world. They perpetuate deeds of 
heroism done, so to speak, by the “man 
on the street.” 

The late G. F. Watts conceived the 
idea some time before his death 
reecuing from oblivion the obscured acts 
of self-sacrifice of the humble. The 
place he selected for this work was in 
the désused burial ground of “little old” 
St. Botolph’s church, one of London's 
minor places of worship, whose 4n- 
tiquity goes back hundreds of years. 

The very neighborhood ts replete “with 
historical associations, for it Was in 
this district—Little Britain—that the 
Smithfield martvrs met their § fate. 
Close by lived Daniel Defoe, author of 
“Robinson Crusoe,” and Benjamin 
Franklin lived in the neighborhood 
when acting as a ‘printer's devil.” ‘The 
former cemetery of the church has 
long been turned into a_ recreation 
ground for weary postmen during their 
lunch hour. Here you will often find 
them having a quiet smoke, discussing 
departmental grievances or reading the 
tablets which Mr. Watts has placed in 
the shed in the center of the park. 

There are, in all, twenty-four of these 
marble records, several of which have 
been erected since the great painter's 
death by his widow. Some of the sto- 
ries certainly reveal wonderful acts “f 
self-sacrifice that few people imagine 
ever manifest themselves in the dailv 
walks of humble life. Tablet 3 tells the 
tale of the brave stewardess of the 
steamship ‘‘Stelia.”’ It will be remem- 
dered that this boat went on the Cas- 
quet focks on March 30, 1899, during 
a dense fog off the coast of Jersey. 
Mrs. Rogers. the stewardess, with tie 
greatest presence of mind, collected ail 
the ladies from their 
side of the ship and, after placing lit> 
belts on aS many as were without them, 
asristed them into the smal] boats. 
Turning round, she noticed a lady who 
was still without a belt, whereupon She 
insisted upon placing her own belt 2n 
her and ied her to the already over- 
crowded lifeboat. The sailors salieda 
cut, “Jump in, Mrs Rogers,’”’ but she 
anewered, “No, if I get in, the boat will 
sink. Goodby, goodby,” she called out 
as the boat shoved off. Just ag that 
moment the “Stella’’ sank beneath her 
feet. Lifting up her hands, Mrs. Rog- 
ers cried, ‘Lord, have me,” and sank 
into the waves. 

Many heroic acts of little children are 
also commemorated. Tablet 23 nar- 
rates the courageous fight against fire 
of Henry James Bristowe, aged 8. who 
died on January 5, 180!, from injuries 
received a few days previously in res- 
cning his little sister, aged 3, from 
being burnt to death. The little child 
had climbed on a chair ‘to reach a 
small lamp over the mantelpiece. and 
in doing so, upset it. Her ciothes 
caught fire, and her brother, with great 
presence of mind, tore them off and 
laid the child on the bed, smothering 
the flames in the bedclothes. When 
he had rescued this sister, however, we 
found his own clothing to be alight, 
and he was so badly burned that 4 
few days after he dief. The coroner 
praised the littie fellow as being “quite 
a hero.”

Next in importance are the recommendations made with regard to streets 
and sidewalks... Atlanta has suffered, not only in appearance, but financially, 
by the careless treatment permitted of her streets. 

Time and again The Constitution has urged and pleaded with the city 
authorities to take such steps as would prevent all unnecessary tearing up 
of city streets and which would result in replacement, where occasion re- 
quired their opening, in.condition equivalent to that before the opening was 
made. This work shouid pe done under city supervision and in accordance 
with inexorable regulation. 

Other important recommendations include the abolishment of free chert 

paving; the discontinuance of haphazard methods in street paving, putting 
in a block here and another there, and the adoption of a system by which 
the work, radiating trom the center of the city. will be made continuous: 
stricter requirements with regard to sidewalk repairs; and clear definement 
of the duties, respectively, of the engineering and public works departments, 
and requirement that each shall confine itself to its respective sphere. 
The only feature of the report about whose advisability there can be 
lany possible questicn is that involving the abolishment of the contract sys- 
‘tem in paving streets. It should first be demonstrated which is the least 
expensive system, and action then taken accordingly. 

Accompanying the report the committee will submit ordinances carrying 
out practically all ot its recommendations, and urging favorable action by 
council. 

This report, in the main, brief and to the point as it is, will command 
the earnest approval of every citizen who understands the conditions, while 
a mere recital of them should be sufficient to create a demand for action. 

The city council cannot afford to view indifferently this report or to re- 
ceive it merely as information. 

It must take up for immediate consideration’ and with a view to prompt 
remedial action each specific feature of it. 

There is no telling what procrastination has aiready cost Atlanta!

Among these counties are Fulton, 
DeKalb, Clarke and Richmond in Geor- | 
gia; Richland, in South Carolina; Wake, 
in North Carolina; Dinwiddie, Henrico 
and Fairfax, in Virginia. 

There are three or four possible routes 
with severale variations. The proposi- 
tion looks feasible, and I believe it will | 
be received with general interest in 
each state. 

One important feature is that at least 
two routes may be laid out running | 
from county seat to county seat, and | 
missing only one or two in a state. 

An air line is almost impracticable, 
because it crosses the foothills in Vir- 
ginia and strikes right through the 
North Carolina mountains by Hender- 
sonville and Toxaway, which points are 
at an élevation of 2,000 to 3,000 feet 
above sea level. The route ‘of greatest 
historic interest and lowest grade is 
also the longest and sandiest. This is 
the one via Augusta, Aiken, Columbia, 
Raleigh, Petersburg. Richmond, Spott- 
Sylvania, Frederickeburg, Manassas and 
Mount Vernon. 

The late Senator Latimer, of Sout! 
Carolina, was the author of a bill still 
pending in congress to appropriate $20,- 
000,000 to ibe applied to the improve- 
ment of great interfor public highways. 
I am informed that he had polled the 
United States senate, and that the bili 
would have passed that body. He pro- 
posed that the government would fur- 
nish the materials if the counties or 
states would furnish the labor. With 
Judge Taft’s friendly attitude toward 
the south, there is a chance that this 
bill may be passed some day. But we 
need not wait for that. In fact, much 
is to be gained by establishing the 
route in advance. In this connection, 
it may be mentioned that the national 
democratic platform contains a plank 
indorsing government aid for the im- 
provement of continental arteries of 
travel. This plank was written by Mr. 
Bryan, at the suggestion of Senator 
Latimer. The Automobile Club of 
America approved the Latimer bill, and 
that tremendous influence, I assume, 
may be counted on in favor of the At- 
lanta-Washington boulevard. 

Fortunately, we can work out this 
project without waiting on congress, We 
ought to establish a route the coming 
year, put it in temporary condition and 
gradually work to permanent construc- 
tion with macadam, chert or other sult- 
able material for surfacing, tile drains 
and concrete culverts and bridges. Tem- 
porary improvement would embrace 
rounding up and rollifg the existing 
public roads. Where they are sandy 
or swampy, substitute a well-drained 
roadway with smooth, firm surface. 

The benefits which would flow from 
a good highway between Atlanta and 
Washington are obvious. In addition 
to the convenience and the cheaper cost 
of transportation for all the people 
living along the route, it would be

REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


The week closes with sentiment de- 
cidedly more optimistic, although prices 
ehow little change from last Saturday's 
quotations. There has been continual 
pressure by thé bears; ‘as well as con- 
tinued heavy offerings of spot cotton 
from the south, yet prices do not de- 
cline. The time is approaching when 
the movement will drop off decidedly, 
and it will not be so easy for the spin- 
ners to dictate the figures at which epot 
cotton shall be sold. So far there has 
been absolutely no attempt to hold spot 
cotton off the market, and it is general- 
ly conceded that this crop has been 
picked, ginned and marketed in a’man- 
ner unparalleled in previous years. 
Last year, when prices were 2 cents 
higher, farmers were demanding 15 
cents, but this year the cotton has been 
turned loose at any price which the 
spinners wished to offer. There has 
been absolutely no holding back to 
date, and with the close of this week 
it is certain that the majority of this 
crop has been marketed. It remains, 
therefore, to be tested whether the 
buyer and consumer will have their 
way in making prices, or whether the 
producer will dictate the price for the 
balance of the’ crop. ’ 

Judging from recent years, we be- 
lieve the period has arrived when the 


small planter has sold his crop and the}, 


“distressed” cotton has been disposed 
of, and that the balance of this year’s 
yield is in stronger hands, Secretary 
Hester’s weekly statement published in 
Saturday's Constitution shows that the 
movement is beginning to drop off, and 
indications point to a more decided 
falling off in offerings after Christmas 
holidays, The most tmportant feature 
of this report is. the decrease in stocks. 
During the week the stocks at the sea- 
board and the 29 counted —inter‘ér 
towns decreased 93,967 bales,. against 
an increase for the same period last 
year of 98,496 bales.

ADDRESS TO THELOTUS CLUB 


Japan and America Spoken Of as 
Trasted Friends by the 
nese Envoy in Notable Ad- 
dress Delivered 

New York.

New York. December !19.—Comparing 
the recent joint declaration by Japan 
and the United States in regard to their 
respective pelicies in the Pacific to a 
“transaction between trusted friends,’ 
Baron Takaehira, Japanese ambassador 
to the United States, in an address to- 
night at the Lotus Club, at a dinner 
given in his honor, expressed in an wun- 
mistakable way his great gratification 
that so strong a bond of union between 
the two nations had been cemented. 

“When @ lived in this city, many 
years ago, I used to go to the Harlem 
river for fishing,“ and I saw that the 
boatman always rowed hard when the 
tide was against him; in the same way 
I now see that a diplomat speaks much 
when his affairs are not in good shape. 
I fully believe I am not mistaken when 
I say that retations between the United 
States and Japan are in the best possi- 
ble condition. I think we may say there 
is nothing more to be considered in the 
relations of our two countries and noth- 
ing to warrant much speech-making. 

“But if the past is to serve ag a lesson 
for the future, it would be well to con- 
sider what we have had to experience 
for these few years. In these years, 
we have to admit, we had such a terri- 
ble time in regard to our relations, as 
we could never have anticipated. No 
doubt there were some undesirable in- 
cidents occurring between some people of 
the two countries, but they were only 
local affairs, and in no way to be re- 
garded as menacing to our traguenes 
friendship.’ 

“I took the opportunity et a dinner 
given in my honor on my arriva] here 
some months ago to declare that there 
is no art in our game of diplomacy. In 
our international transactions, I can 
most firmly repeat the same assertion, 
and add that ‘there is no such word as 
‘diplomaty,” as popularly defined. The 
deciaration of the two governments, re- 
cently made by the United States and 
Japan, in regard to their respective polli- 
cies in China and the Pacific, is Nké a 
tfansaction ‘between trusted friends. It 
requires no formality to legalize the in- 
strument. It is my sincere desire that 
the peoples of éach country will have 
the same mind as their own govern- 
ment in trusting that of the other.”’

FINISH ROAD IN SIX MONTHS. 


Announcement Made of Resumption 
3 
of Work on Holston River Road. 


Bristol, Va., December 19.—The an- 
nouncement was officially made here 
tonight by General Manager J. H. Mc- 
Cue, of the Virginia and Southwestern, 
that construction work on the Holston 
River railroad, the proposed trunk Jine 
through east Tennessee into the south- 
west Virginia coal] -field, would be re- 
sumed at once. The grading for the new 
road is 75 per cent completed, work 
having heen suspended immediately fol- 
lowing the panic of 1907, and since that 
time no attention whatever had been 
paid to the important project. 

Mr. McCue made the first announce- 
ment tonight that work is to be resumed. 
He states that W. H. Wells, engineer 
of construction of the Virginia «nd 
Southwestern, with headquarters at 
Washington, would at once award the 
contracts for the construction work, and 
forces large enough to complete it in 
six months would be put to work. It is 
expected that trains will be in opera- 
tlon over the new road within six 
months. The new road gives the South- 
ern, which also owns the Virginia and 
Southwestern, another tap into the coal 
fields of southwest Virginia and puts the 
coal fields 60 miles nearer their markets 
in the Carolinas and Georgia. It extends 
from the Southern’s terminus at Persia, 
Hawkins county, through east Tennes- 
see into southwest Virginia, connecting 
with the Virginia and Southwestern at 
Moccasin Gap. A small army of men 
will be employed in the completion of 
the road.

There will be a series of conferences 
or round-table talks on fertilizers, crop 
rotation, selection and improvement of 
corn and cotton, lve stock industries, 
horticulture, forestry, education, and 
women’s work on the farm. Practical 
men from every section of the state will 
take part in these conferences in a 
most active manner. 

very person will have opportunity #4 
make suggestions and to take part In 
discussions. More than fifty speakers 
will take part in the discussions. One 
afternoon is given over to a conference 
on women’s work on the farm. 

It is urged that all the delegates 
bring their wives with them, !f possible, 
as it is believed the program, as ar- 
ranged, will be both pleasant and prof- 
itahje to them. This will be the initia 
effort to organize the wives of the farm- 
ers of Georgia into a band of hard and 
willing workers for the benefiting of 
the agricultura] interests of the state 
and the uplifting of the home. 

The Good Roads School. 


The passage of the new convict law 
and the determination to put the con- 
viets to work on the public road@in such 
counties as may desire them has given 
the state college of agriculture an op- 
portunity to be of real service to the 
state in this particular line. 

This good roads school is the first of 
its kind ever held in this secffon of the 
country and ‘perhaps in the entire coun- 
try. It will mean the saving of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to the 
counties qeotenipieging road tmprove-

lege. By its location in Clarke county 
it has at hand the data, equipment and 
results of ten years’ experience in road 
work with convicts for illustration and 
purposes. It has secured 
the valuable aid of a number of distin- 
guished engineers as lecturers. It has 
cooperation of manufacturers of 
road machinery, who have promised to 
furnish an extensive operative exhibit, 
It has prepared in print, a supply of 

roads literature to he freely distributed 
during the session. The session will 
last five days and there will be three 
lectures each day. ,

class for field instruction in running 
transits and lepels for the special benefit 
of county surveyors and road super- 
visors.

“In man counties the road work in 
charge of the county ordinaries. ch 
officers could not do a wetter thing for 
their constituents than ‘to attend this 
school. and to bring with them their dis- 
trict commissioners and road overseers; 
for the chance is given them. to com- 
pare they present system with other 
systems, to see what it is possible to do 
at reasonable cost. _ road im-

Something of the Men. 


Of the gubernatorial prospects, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Henry B. Gray was the 
first man to announce. 
governor he presided over the recent 
session of the sénate insisting upon his 
right as such presiding officer to ap- 
point committees. This prerogative 
was not exercised by the former lieu- 
tenant governor, Dr. R. M. Cunning- 
ham, 

Colonel H. &. D. Mallory, the other 
announced candidate. has for many 
years been cliairman of the state execu- 
tive cOmmittee, and a lawyer of wide 
influence and high standing. He is a 
leader in the Baptist church, and has 
lived all his life at Selma, which Is 
the home of the late venerable Sena- 
ors John T. Morgan and E, W. Pettus. 

Few men in the history of Alabama 
came go rapidly into favor of the public 
-as did Samuel D. Weakley in his race 
for chief justice last time. He [8s known 
to be in HMne with the policies of the 
present administration, and for somé 
time it has Seen considered that he 
was Governor Comers choice for the 
next chief executive. To be perfectly 
candid, however, there is little to indi- 
cate that he will abandon his ambition 
to be elected chief justice even with a 
chance of the governorship. 

Walter D. Seed ts serving his first 
term as state treasurer, and William 
W. Brandon is likewise in his initial 
period of service as state auditor. Both 
of these gentlemen are widely Known In 
all parts of the state. They are lead- 
ers in not only politica, but in church 
and fraternal circles, and have given 
much of their time to the promotion 
of the schoo] interests of the state. 

Mr. Spragins enjoys the distinction 
of being the only man who voted 
against the general prohibition bill in 
the senate. He held to the opinion that 
the party was pledged to a local option 
law, and he still believes that local op- 
tion is the best solution of the liquor 
problem. If he should enter the race 
for governor it is understood that it 
will be on a local option piatform. 

Overton and Thomas. 


John W. Overton, who Ts spoken of 
as a prospect for lieutenant governor 
imade a great reputation as a résult of 
his leadership in the adoption of the 
good roads amendment ot the last ¢le.- 
tion. He is a prominent lawyer of Ran- 
dolph county, and as senator from that 
section took high rank in all delibera- 
tions of that body. Besides other com- 
mittee arguments, he was chairman of 
the committee on commerce and com- 
thon carrfers, and presided over the 
consideration of most of the important 
railroad laws. 

Perry Thomas is president pro tem. of 
the senate, and thdéugh he made a los- 
ing fight for the right to appoint the 
committees, his conduct was such as to 
bring him into decided prominence in 
the deliberations of the body. While 
neither he nor Mr. Overton have’ an- 
nounced their intention to run, it fis be- 
lieved that both will make the race for 
this position. 

At the present time the only two can- 
didates prominently suggested for sec- 
retary of state are Cyrus B. Brown, 
son of former ‘Attorney General Brown, 
and in many respects one of the best- 
informed young men in the state. He 
served an apprenticeship, so to speak, 
in the office of the auditor, and dur- 
ing the present term. of Secretary of 
State Julian he has been chief clerk. As

AT MRS. LINK' 


Assailant Frightened by Her: 
Screams---Negro Arrested 
Denies Guilt. 


While Mrs. Agnes Link, wife of L. IL. 
Link, of 81 Lindsay street, Western | 
Heights, was returning to her home | 
last night, at I! o’clock, from a trip to 
Atlanta, a negro man sprang out from 
a dark place, at the corner of Gray 
and Johns streets, near the Gray Street 
school, and 80 badly frightened her that 
she is now suffering from a sever ner- 
vous shock.

Willie Hoppe, the champion billiardist 
of the work, in a letter to The Con- 
stitution, challenges any player in the

shots, for the sum of from $1,000 
$10,000, in any city agreed upon. 

In his letter Hoppe states that he has 
severed his connection with al by» 
liard concerns, and in the future will 
devote his efforts to the elevation of 
billiards and also gives some good sug- 
gestions for young billiard players to 
follow. 

Hoppe has invented a cushion that 
will be the same under any kind of 
conditions and will not be affected by 
damp weather, as the regulation cush- 
ions now in use are. 

His letter follows: 

New York, December /6, | 908. 
Sporting BDditor The Constitution, 
Atlanta, Ga. 

Dear Sir: As I have just passed my 
2Zist birthday, and being capabie of 
handling my own interests, I wish to 
place before the public my plans for 
the future. 

From this day on I have made up my 
mind to sever my connections with any 
one billiard concern and devote the fu- 
ture of my profession in a different 
manner. 

In the firat place, one must stop and 
consider the disadvantages a player is 
subjected to when under contract to a 
billiard concern. Although the salary 
paid to @ player has always been con- 
sidered a fair remuneration by nearly 
all the Dilliard players who have ween 
at one time or other under contract to 
some one 0ODillilard concern, I have 
thought the matter over carefully, and 
can say truthfully that my views are 
altogether different. 

Billiards today is not what it should 
be, and that is why I fee) this way. It 
is about time that the public should 
know the true facts in regard to bil- 


to 


liards of today, for if they do. not find 
them out now, they will later. 

Being young and having ae brilliant 
future, I intend to devote my time to 
elevate billiards to the standard where 
it belongs. 

Why should there be in this country 
at the present time only two players of 


, championship calibre? They being, Sut- 


ton and myself. There should be, with 
all the billiard rooms that we have, at 
least six players of championship class. 


players if billiards was given the right 
attention. 

Although I say it myself, I have been 
the only young player since the time of 
Ives that has come to the front and be- 
come a champion. In times past, I was 
discouraged at the wey ‘billiards was 
being conducted in this country, but I 
never gave up hope, for I knew some 
day before mamy years I would be at 
the top of the heap, where I am now. 
I have my thanks to give my father, 
who has always stood behind me and 
encouraged me, even when things were 
most disheartening. 

If the bilijard concerns of this coun- 
try would lend their aid to their own 
cause. it would be only a question of a 
very short time when billiards would ibe 
as popular as it was twenty years ago. 

What can a billiard player make to- 
day as conditions stand? Only a fair 
living, and you have to be a champion 
at that. Twenty years back they had in 
this country from six to ten players of 
championship caliber. They ail made 
smeil fortunes, and they were continu- 
ally .kept busy with tournaments and 
matches. Why is it today that matches 
do not make it worth while to play? In 
the first place, players are made to play 
one-night matches, which are always 
unsatisfactory to players and the pub- 
lic as well. Let the manufacturers get 
busy, start tournaments and matches 
that are more than one-night affairs. 

Another view in regard to one-night 
matches: You put in two months of 
hard practice, and on the night of play 
you may be not feeling well, the balis 
break badly, your opponent gets in a 
large run, or a dozen different things 
may occur which will cost you’ the 
match. In a three or five-night match 
you can gét started, and during that 
number of points to be played every- 
thing will break pretty near even. 

In order to excite competition and in- 
terest the younger generation, also to 
benefit myself, financially, I have had 
a cushion made ,which even surpris- 
ed myself, and it will surprise the bil- 
lard players of the country. It is 4 
cushion that will always remain the 
same undér ali conditions, a thing which 
I often found fault with in my match 
plays heretofore. Give the young play- 
ers the right encouragement In the way 
of cushions, something that will help 
them in their play, and they wil] soon 
improve, and then we will have some 
experts. 

Now, to show the public that I am 
sincere In my statement to help put bil- 
liards where it belongs, here is a chal- 
lenge to the world: 

I will play any billiard player in the 
world a three, four, five or six-night 
match, 800 points a night, at either 
style of game, 18-inch paliline, one shot, 
or 18-inch balkline, two shots, for the 
sum of from $1,000 to $10,000, match to 
be played in any city agreed upon. I will 
play one-half number of points on the 
Willie Hoppe cushion, and the other 
half on the cushion my Opponent may 
select, or toss a coin and the winner 
of the toss can name the cushion.

SCHOOL-BOY RIFLE CLUBS 
ARE BEING ORGANIZED 


Washington, December !9.—(Special.)— 
Since the interest in school-boy rifle 
practice has become so pronounced, 
owing to the successful tournaments 
which have been held in New York and 
Washington, and which are planned for 
other cities, the national board for 
promotion of rifle practice has received 
many inquiries as to the lines on which 
school-boy rifie clubs should be organ- 
ized. 

This work was taken up some time 
since by the National Rifle Association 
of America, with headquarters in 
Washington, and the by-laws were 
amended to prvide for affiliated clubs 
from institutions of learning, and a 
fifth class was added to the member- 
ship. 

To become eligible to be affiliated 
with the National Rifle Asscoijation, 
twenty or more students must organize 
themselves into a club, first securing 
the consent of the school authorities. A 
president, treasurer, secretary and cap- 
tain are elected from the members, and 
by-laws provided by the National Rifle 
Association must be adopted. These by- 
laws provide that all rifie and revolver 
competitions held by the club shall be 
governed by the rules and regulations 
as laid down by the Nationa] Rifle As- 
sociation, and that any amendment to 
the by-laws shall be submitted to the 
National Rifle Association for its ap- 
proval. ‘ 

Such clubs when admitted to affiliated 
membership are presented annually 
with a medal for competition among 
its members. 
score sheets are also furnished free to 


members an opportunity to qualify on 
the indoor range as junior marksmen.

Association medal must be held on an 
outdoor range at 200 yards, on what is

Floyd McFarland Has Been Riding | 


Since 1890. 

Floyd McFarland, who. 
won the six-day bicycle race in New York 
last week, is one of the oldest present-day 
Pedalists. He was a  “°star during the “old 
cycling days in St. Louis and was a com- 
petitor in many of the big events held there. 
“‘Dute’’ Cabanne ranked among the best of 
the cyclists in those days. He is wel) ac- 
quainted with McFariana. 

“Mac, to my way of thinking, is one of 
the best cyclists that ever pushed a pedal,’’ 
said Cabanne. “He ig not only a_ great 
distance man, but is good in the sprints. 
Even now he holds the record for an un- 
paced mile. It is sometning like 1:55. 

‘McFarland first showed in St. Wouls in 
1895. He rode in several events at the old 
Pastime track. He also pedaled here in 1898 
and 1899 at the track on Grand avenue, 
now the home of the Browns. At that time 
he and Orlando Stevens rode as the Tribune 
team. Cooper and Bald were thelr deadliest 
rivals. It was a question as to which was 
the better team. McFarland and Stevens 
practically cleaned up everything in those 
years.”’ 

McFarland was also one of the cracks that 
rode in the Olympic games meet at the 
Stadium in 1904 Frank Kramer, the present 
sprinting champion, was the star of the 
colony who rode that summer. ;
